international arena, does not lift a nation above other nations, does not raise 


mankind to a higher level, but reduces all to a lower level and takes the 
g that should be in life out of it.

When, following the Great War, the League of Nations was brought 
into being, it had for its object the uplifting of all nations, the development 
in action of a brotherhood of mankind. In keeping with that aspiration the 
Peace Treaty made provision for the self-determination of races and nations, 
It provided for a larger liberty for oppressed minorities, and for the world 
as a whole. But, unfortunately, these newly created smaller nations, as well 
as many of the older nations, became imbued with the idea that they must 
first and foremost establish and develop a strong national spirit and con- 
sciousness, and this found expression in that narrow form of nationalism to 
which reference has been made. 

This narrow nationalism fostered suspicions of other nations, was built 
and thrived upon fear of others. It impelled nations, not to remove existing 
barriers to international intercourse, but to erect new 
mountable barriers. 


and even more insur- 
It resulted in a mad race of still greater armaments, 
the spending of untold billions in preparation for future wars. It led govern- 
ments the world over to spend and spend madly without due regard to the 
national income or even of the economic and financial capacities of all 
nations combined. 

Thus narrow nationalism developed at the outset at such a rate and to 
such an extent that it largely smothered the League of Nations ideal of a 
true internationalism founded upon a sane nationalism which only desired 
such glory and power for itself as grew out of the fact that it was making a 
larger and finer contribution to mankind at large than other nations were 
making 

Until this narrow nationalistic spirit is destroyed there can be no per- 
manent and prosperity in the world. In its destruction lies 
the only hope for mankind

Late “Sandy” McIntosh Of Aberdeen-

The late Alexander McIntosh,

The Braemar gathering was the | 
event of the year for “Sandy,” awak- | 
ening as it did memories of the ‘six- 
ties of last century when first he took 
his place among the competitors in 
the ring, At 21 he was beginning to 
make a name for himself as a heavy- 
weight athlete, winning several of the 
principal awards at Braemar. 

At 72, fifty-one years later, he took 
third place in the caber tossing com- | 
petition, although his opponents this 
time included some of the best-known 
heavyweights in Scotland. 

A caber is a shapen piece of a tree 
about twenty feet long and weighing 
enough to be a strenuous lift off the 
ground for the average man. The tos- 
ser has to hoist it up to the palms of 
his hands, take a short run and then 
heave the pole so that it will turn 
over its own length in the air before 
falling.

San Spots ‘and Rain 


Plenty Of Moisture For Western Grain 
Fields Is Predicted 


Western Canada may expect fairly 
generous rains for some time to 
come if sun-spot data collected by the 
Dominion Observatory runs true to 
form. According to observatory offi- 
cials, Canada is now approaching & 
“sun-spot period,” which should pro- 
duce plenty of moisture for the west- 
ern grain fields. 

The effect of sun-spots, it was ex- 
plained, is to increase the rainfall 
over a long period. 

A sun-spot period lasts for 11 to 
11% years. This does not mean that 
tremendous quantities of rain will fall 
for a short period, but rather that 
over a long period the precipitation 
will be higher than when the sun- 
spots are not in evidence. 

Heavy rains in different parts of 
the world at present were hardly at- 
tributed to sun-spots. 

To begin with, in the absence of ac- 
curate world data, scientists were un- 
willing to agree that the rainfall over 
the world has been’ exceptionally 
heavy. 6 

While precipitation has been great 
in certain countries, it was not so in 
others. 

Certain parts of Canada, for in- 
stance, had been exceptionally dry 
during May, while others had expert- 
enced generous rains, 

Officials made it clear that a few 
weeks’ heavy rain cannot be explain- 
ed by sun-spots, Their effect is over 
a much bonger period.

Established Throughout Canada 
From Atlantic To Pacific Coast 


The faster means of transportation | 


and communication made possible in 
recent years by the aeroplane, the) 
motor car, the radio, and wireless 
telegraphy, together with the greater 
interest thus developed in affairs in 
distant places, have made necessary | 
& much more developed knowledge of | 
corresponding times and related mat- 
ters. Many questions relating to 
standard time are referred to the Do-| 
minion Observatory of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. In order to mest 
this popular demand for time in- 
formation the Department has had- 
prepared and printed a small pamph- | 
let entitled “Standard Time and Time | 
Zones in Canada.” 

Everyone knows the meaning of the 
expression ‘standard time’’ but few 
in the present generation are aware 
that the adoption of standard time 
zones was due to the efforts of that 
eminent Canadian, Sir Sanford Flem- 
ing. From 1878 he had been advocat- 
ing the use, throughout the world, of 
standard time zones. At a world con- 
ference held at Washington in 1884 
his suggestions were adopted and it 
was agreed to urge all countries to 
use standard time zones. Almost all 
large countries have adopted stand- 
ard times differing by some integral 
number of hours from the local time 
at the Greenwich ‘meridian. 

Since Canada extends east and 
west almost one-quarter of a com-| 
plete circuit of the globe, and morn- | 
ing at the Atlantic may be still mid- 
night at the Pacific, there are six! 
different standard times. Six o'clock 
a.m. in Halifax is five a.m, in Ottawa, | 
four a.m. in Winnipeg, three a.m. in 


Calgary, two a.m. in Vancouver, and | 


ane a.m. in Dawson, while any locality 
is using daylight saving time it is 
simply adopting the standard time of 
the zone to the east of it. 

With the exception of Quebec, On- 


tario, and the Northwest Territories, | 


each province has adpoted a single 
standard time. Atlantic standard 
time, which is the local time at the 
60th meridian (running near Sydney, 
Cape Breton), is four hours less than 
Greenwich and is used throughout 
Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, 
New Brunswick, and those parts of 
Quebec and the Northwest Territories 
east of the 68th meridian. Eastern 
standard time, which is the local time 
at the 75th meridian (running near 
Cornwall, Ontario), is five hours less 
than Greenwich and is used in Que- 
bec west of the 68th meridian, in On- 
tario east of the 90th meridian, and 
in the Northwest Territories between 
the 68th and 85th meridians. Central 
standard time, which is the local time 
at the 90th meridian, is six hours less 
than Greenwich and is used in On- 
tario west of the 90th meridian, in 
Manitoba, in the Northwest Territor- 
{es between the 85th and 102nd meri- 
dians, and in the southeasterly part 
of Saskatchewan. Mountain standard 
time, which is the local time at the 


105th meridian (running near Regina, |

Saskatchewan), is seven hours 
than Greenwich and is used through- 
out Saskatchewan, excepting the 
southeasterly part, throughout Alber- 
ta, and in that part of the Territories 
between the 102nd and the 120th 
meridians.

| When Books Were Bricks 


| Writing Done On Clay In Old Baby- 
| lonian Days 

| Nearly every city, town and village 
{in Canada has its public library, 
which gives great joy to many peo- 
ple, but it is strange to note that in 
the days before paper was made, 
there were public libraries in every 
town in Babylonia. In one there were 
32,000 volumes arranged on shelves 
but each book was a brick, for writ- 
ing then was done by indenting let- 
ters on clay and baking the clay in 
an oven. One authority tells us that 
it is likely that ancient Babylonia had 
more books than our country had a 
few generations ago. 

In those days it was a great honor 
to be a librarian, and sometimes this 
honor was sought by the king’s son 
himself, who was proud to be in 
charge of these precious brick stories 
and histories. 

On one brick discovered in our time 
is the beginning of a story about a 
| Small waif who was rescued by the 

king from “dogs and ravens,” and 
| was handed to a priest. The priest 
branded his feet with his seal, and the 
; waif was then given to a nurse, the 
| king promising to provide food and 
clothing for him for three years. The 
story ends abruptly, for the brick was 
| broken!

Birds Menace To ’Planes 


Collisions Which Prove Highly Dan- 
gerous Have Been Reported 

Now that aeroplanes have become 
the fastest of man's conveyances, 
birds have become a menace. Two 
recent “freak” accidents have been re- 
ported as the result of collisions in 
the air with hawks, crows, buzzards 
or kites, One of these was caused at 
an altitude of only thirty feet when

Saskatchewan Farmere Will Profit By 
Past Experiences 

With his crop grows the hope of the 

Saskatchewan farmer. Saskatch 

ewan today is a far brighter province 

than some months ago, with present 


indications pointing to excellent 
wheat production this season, Soil 
tillers throughout the province are 


encouraged in the hope that harvest 
time will find sufficient money to 
carry on independent of government 
relief. 

Government officials say one good 
crop will make this possible, 


poverty which so long has enveloped 


the farm lands of Saskatchewan. One | 


good crop will relieve Saskatchewan 
people of the tremendous burden they 
have been forced to share in the ef- 
fort to support 275,000 people affected 
by drought which in many districts 
has ruined three successive crops. 

Through it all the farmer is hope- 
ful. Happy in the thought of what 
a crop will bring to him. Even when 
forced to appeal for food, clothing, 
fuel and fodder, the farmer would not 
admit defeat. 


EF. B. Daniels, commissioner of re- | 


lief, is high in his praise of the spirit 
of the farmer. Men owning vast 


tracts of land, but at present with- | 
out a cent of cash, have come to the | 


relief commission, Mr. Daniels said, 
and accepted help only in the nature 
of aloan. ‘They'll pay back every- 
thing they owe,” Mr. 
“They are not dispirited, and have 
faith in each succeeding crop.” 

From impressions gathered while 


interviewing men applying for relief, | 


Mr. Daniels believes the farmer never 
again will be caught under similar 
circumstances. Men have told him 
they lost a great deal in stock specu- 
lation and speculative farming. Now, 
Mr. Daniels is convinced, the farmer 
will not be looking toward big re- 
turns and will be content to make a 
comfortable living for his family. 
Even with grain prices down at to- 
day's low level the farmers expect to 
make sufficient money this year to 
re-establish their farms. The com- 
missioner thinks stricter 


farms will be more self contained. 
There was so little feed in the prov- 
ince during the winter that 12,500 
railway carloads had to be brought in 
from neighboring provinces, he said, 
but in future, fodder sufficient to sup- 
ply the farmer's individual needs pro- 
bably will be produced by the farmer 
| himself. 

Another measure of economy is the 
return to horse-power on the farms, 
due to the high cost of gasoline and 
oil here. Possible shortage of horses 
with a subsequent revival in western 
Canada of horse-breeding is predicted 
by government agricultural men. 

Through all their difficulties the 
farmers have never lost their morale. 
Even to the far north where some 2,- 
800 families are re-establishing them- 
selves in the Meadow Lake district 
after drought and sweeping winds had 
forced them to desert their farms in 
the south, there is no talk of quitting.

Contract Bridge 


By Hamlin B, Hatch, Olympic Cham- 
pion, Cavendish Club, Toronto 


In my last article the salient fea- 
tures of the Approach-Forcing Sys- 
tem were given. Today I will review 
the Official System. This system was 
devised by the united efforts of sever- 
al bridge experts to remedy what 
they considered were defects in the 
Approach-Forcing System. Added to 
this was the idea that the convention- 
al part of the game could be made 
easier for the average player. 

The Official System differs from the 
Approach-Forcing System only 
slightly. The chief differences are 
noted below. 

Ist. The Opening Bid of One. 


In the Official System the opening 
| bid of one is made on a hand contain- 
ing from two to three and one-half 
quick tricks, and guarantees that in 
the declared suit the bidding hand 
will take from four to five tricks. This 
is practically the same as the mini- 
mum opening bid of one in the Ap- 
proach-Forcing System, 


2nd. The Opening Bid of Two. 


The opening bid of two is made on 
ahand containing from three and 
one-half to ‘six honor tricks and guar- 
antees that in the declared suit the 
hand will take at least six tricks. The 
bid is called the intermediate two bid 
and this declaration constitutes the 
chief difference between the Approach- 
Forcing and Official Systems. This 
two bid does not demand a response 
if partner’s hand contains one honor 
trick or strong distributional values. 
It 1s true that on certain types of 
hands this bid gives good results but 
opponents of this bid maintain that it 
gives too much information to the op- 
posing side and therefore tends to 
nullify the chance of making penalty 
doubles. It is generally believed by 
experts that its disadvantages out- 
weigh its advantages. On the other 
hand it gives precision of information 
to one’s partner and amongst aver- 
age players this precision of informa- 
tion is a very valuable asset. But if 
it is conceded that the present day 
game of contract is a battle of wits, 


with the main battle being fought be- { 


fore the cards go on the table, then 
it is logical to think that the use of 
any bidding method which gives too 
much information to the opposing 
side is bad strategy if not bad con- 
tract. Personally I am of the opinion 
that applied to certain types of hands, 
the bid is valuable but I do not think 
this certain type of hand comes often 
enough to warrant the inclusion of 
this bid in any system. 
average it may be said that in the 
Official System over eighty per cent. 
of the opening bids are bids of one. 


The opening bid of three in the 
Official System is similar in its appli- 
cation to the opening bid of two itn 
the Approach-Forcing System. It is a 


demand bid and guarantees game for | 


the particular deal in which it ts 
made, | 
Except then for the variations in| 


the opening bid convention, the Offi- | 
cial and the Approach-Forcing Sys- | 


tems are practically aligned. The 
Jump-Shift bids are forcing in both 
systems and methods of overcalling 
used are alike, The weak no trump 
response by partner to an opening 
bid of one is identical in both sys- 
tems. The no trump original bid is 
used more frequently in the Official 
System than in the Approach-Forcing 
simply because the bids made on four 
card suits in the Official System must 
have a stronger honor trick four card 
suit than is required by the Approach 
Forcing. 

However, both systems are easy to 
play and it is not a hard matter for 
any player to familiarize himself 
thoroughly with the salient differenc- 
es between them, so that he can play 
whichever system his partner desires 
him to play.

There- 
fore {t was God's plan for them to 
|find in Egypt an asylum where they 
| could live a settled life. The bringing 
}of Jacob and his sons into Egypt 
| brought about that consummation, 
| The Meeting Of Jacob and Joseph, 
Genesis 46.28-34.—On the confines of 
Egypt they were met by Joseph. Like

| Queen Victoria’s Letters 
Published In London 


|Name Of Former German Kaiser 
Occupies Prominent Place 


The final volume of Queen Victoria's 
letters, covering the last five years 
of her life, has been published in 
London, England, disclosing that she 
once wrote “It wouldn't do” to give 
former Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany 
“a good snub.” 

The letters revealed that the last 
years of the octogenarian sovereign 
were marked among other things, by 
less caustic criticism of national and 
international events. 

The name of the former kaiser 
occupies a prominent place in the 
letters, In which the late queen is 
revealed as an advocate of forbear- 
ance when his doings aroused hostil- 
| ity. 

This was particularly noticeable at 
the time of the Boer War when the 
kaiser sent a telegram to President 
Krueger of the Transvaal in South 
Africa, which excited indignation on 
the part of the British nation. Queen 


Victoria shared in the indignation, 
but kept her restraint. 
“It wouldn’t do,” she wrote, “to 


give him a good snub. Sharp, cutting 
}answers and remarks only irritate 
and do harm, and in sovereigns and 


princes should most carefully be 
| guarded against. 
“William's faults come from im- 


| petuousness, as well as conceit, and 
{calmness and firmness are the most 
| powerful weapons in such cases.” 
The latest letters furnish evidence 
of a weariness and longing for rest, 
but a sense of duty prevailed over 
that weariness, and up to within a 
few days of her death she signed 
documents and attended to business,

Ottawa, Ont.—For the purpose of | 
considering and advising upon the 
solution of urgent problems of agri- 
culture in all the major divisions of 
Canada—-the Maritimes, Quebec and | 
Ontario, the Prairies and British Col- | 
umbia—the newly-formed national! 
advisory committee on agriculture of 
the National Research Council met 
here. 

Dr. H. M. Tory, president of the 
council, stressed the need of co-oper- 
ation and co-ordination in working 
out national problems. Accomplish- 
ments of Canadian research organiz- 
ations working in co-operation during 
recent years were outlined before the 
committee. 

Dr. Robert Newton, acting director 
of the division of biology and agri- 
culture, recounted the enormous pro- 
gress made in the last decade, 
through research organizations work- 
ing in co-operation. 

The prospect of having rust-resist- 
ant wheat in the prairie provinces, 
free from other diseases and of high 
milling and baking quality, within 10 
years of the organization of the com- | 
mittee which brought all agencies to- 
gether on a common programme, he 
described as a scientific accomplish- 
ment of the first magnitude. 

He stated that rust-resistant 
varieties of wheat from all the agen- 
cies which developed them have been | 
pooled for final test. Those selected | 
are being tried out at numerous | 
points, and the resulting grain is to | 
be studied by laboratories of the Do- | 
minion Department of Agriculture 
and the three provincial universities 
in the west. 

The grain research committee since 
its inception has undertaken several 
major special investigations. Dr. 
Newton said there was now in press 
the final report on the investigation | 
of the drying of grain ‘‘which should | 
clear up all points likely to arise.’ | 
Before the end of the year the com- 
mittee expects to publish a report of | 
frost injury to grain, the result ot 
work which included artificial frost- 
ing of grain at the University of Al- 
berta and a study of the consequences 
in the laboratories of the three prai- 
rie universities. 

Numerous complaints regarding the 
effect of the combine method of har- 
vesting on grain have resulted in the | 
inauguration of an elaborate investi- 
gation. Some years ago the commit- 
tee began an investigation of the 
quality of the numerous varieties of 
wheat grown in the west. The in- 
formation obtained was of great 
value to the committee in making its 
recommendations on the grading of 
Garnet wheat. “There is now avail- | 
able,” Dr. Newton said, “an authori- 
tative classification of the leading 
varieties and there is no reason why 
inferior varieties need further be 
grown.” 

“If we cannot carry things beyond 
the range of other people there is no 
justification for our existence,” Dr. 
Newton declared in outlining the pro- 
jected program of his division. Stud- 
jes in agriculture to be undertaken in 
the new laboratories are to be fun- 
damental in character and of such a 
nature that they cannot be undertak- 
en elsewhere in Canada. 

Referring to Canada's most import- 
ant agricultural product, wheat, and 
in particular to the suggestion that | 
carotin (one of its constituents which 
gives a yellow color to flour if not 
bleached out) may be associated with 
the vitamin value of the flour, Dr. 
Newton said: “If there is anything to 
be found out, either for or against our 
grain, Canada should find out about it 
first.” 

The advisory committee adjourned 
to meet again in November at the 
time of the royal winter fair in Tor- 
onto. 


To Discuss Wheat Bonus

Saskatchewan Coal 


Record Production Of Lignite 
cated For This Year } 

Taking the figures for the first four | 
months of 1932 as an indicator, there | 
will be a record production of lignite | 
coal in the Province of Saskatchewan | 
this year. The output from January 1 
to April 30, 1932, was 329,209 tons 
compared with 228,060 tons for the 
eerresponding period of 1931, an in- 
crease this year in the period under 
review of 101,149 tons. Last year the} 
total production of lignite coal was | 
658,902 tons, the highest on record | 
for the province. 

The Hgnite coal-bearing areas of 
Saskatchewan lie principally in the | 
southern part and are being mined | 
in the vicinity of Estevan, which is | 
about 125 miles southeast of Regina. 
This area contains possibly 4,000 | 
square miles within which coal may | 
be found. It is estimated that there is 
a probable reserve of over 57,000,000,- 
000 tons of lignite in this area. The 
actual or definitely known reserve 
based on a calculation of actual thick- 
ness and extent over an area of more 
than 306 square miles is 2,412,000,000 | 
tons.

Cellophane Is Same 
| As Artificial Silk 


Just Cast In Sheet Instead Of Fine 
} Threads 

| Although you may not know it, cel- 
|lophane is lingerie in another form. 
|The glossy, transparent paper in 
which manufacturers are now wrap- 
ping their products, from shirts to 
| cigarettes, is simply rayon, or artifi- 
| cial silk, in flat, clear layers instead 
‘of thin colored threads. 

We are indebted to the "C-I-L 
Oval,” the magazine of Canadian In- 
dustries, Limited, for this rather sur- 
| prising bit of information. Cellophane 
|is our old friend the spruce tree, for 
| we read: 
| “Basically, cellophane is the same 
‘as artificial silk, differing from it 
only in the form it takes when It 
reaches the casting stage, where 
cellophane is cast in a sheet while 
the silk takes the shape of fine 
threads,” 

The use of cellophane has increased 
enormously in recent years. There 
may be some who think it merely a 
device to prettify things on the store 
counters, but that is only partly true, 
for cellophane is a moisture and dust- 
proof wrapper that has stood severe 
tests. 

But the prettifying process has had 
remarkable results on sales. A test 
recently carried out demonstrated 
that the increase in sales of certain 


; cellophane-wrapped articles has been 


as high as 300 per cent. with 50 per 
cent. gains quite frequent. One tobac- 
co firm recalled some brands of slow- 
selling cigars, had them dressed in 
cellophane jackets and speeded their 
sale 100 per cent. 

This is a cellophane age. More 
and more uses are being found for 
it. At the present moment some of 
the handsomest of women’s hats are 
made of braided, colored cellophane. 
We haven't a doubt but that some 
day it will be used for other strange 
purposes, even windows, which will 
require the old proverb to read, 
“Those who live in cellophane houses 
should never throw stones.” So great 
is the belief of Canadian Industries, 
Limited, in cellophane that it has just 
erected a million and a quarter dollar- 
plant at Shawinigan Falls.—Ottawa 
Citizen, 


May Be Life On Venus 


Scientists Believe Carbon Monoxide 
Present In Large Amounts 

Possible evidence of life on the 
planet Venus—discovery that carbon 
monoxide is ‘probably present in 
large amounts” in the planet’s atmos- 
phere—has been announced by the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington. 

Discovery of the gas on Venus is 
no sure indication that life exists 
there, the announcement said, but 
does show that one of the conditions 
essential to life seems to be present. 

The discovery is more evidence of 
the close resemblance between the 
earth and Venus, which sometimes is 
called the “earth’s twin sister,” al- 
though a little smaller.

Gardening Notes 


So Many Flowers To Choose From 
To Suit the Individual Needs 

Even if our flower garden is small 
or shaded or contains poor soil, we 
should not be discouraged. After all, 
there is something that will fit in 
and do well and it is this adapting 
of our garden to meet our own Indi- 
vidual conditions that adds so much 
pleasure to the hobby. In permanently 
shaded quarters, that is where there 
is shade from some building or fence 
the year round, tuberous rooted Be- 
gonias, pansies and wild flowers will 
do well. In fact, they prefer this 
location to any other. In _ partial 
shade, Clarkia, Annual Larkspur, Lu- 
pine, Nicotine, Phlox and Verbena 
should be grown. On poor soil, Portu- 
laca is a favorite, as well as Alyssum, 
Sweet-scented Stocks, Linum, Caleén- 
dula, Calliopsis, Sunflowers, Schizan- 
thus, Salpiglossis, Marigolds, Petu- 
nias and many others. These will also 
more successfully resist dry weather 
than most others. For cutting pur- 
poses, we have a very long list to 
choose from, but should include Gyp- 
sophila, ((Baby’s Breath), useful for 
making up bouquets, Salpiglossis, 
Sweet Peas, Zinnias, Cosmos, Asters, 
Marigolds and Scabiosa. If we prize 
fragrance, we should include Stocks, 
Nicotine, Mignonette, Alyssum, Sweet 
Sultan and Verbena. In the evenings, 
particularly, a few of these will fill 
the whole garden with a deightful 
odour. There are several hardy an- 
nuals which can be picked with long 
stems just before the bloom opens 
and dried for winter bouquets. These 
include the Straw Flower,.. Statice, 
Acroclinium, Rhodanthe and many 
others. 

Dahlias and Gladiolus should not be 
planted until danger from frost is 
about over. As they are planted 
fairly deep and it will be a week at 
least before the first shoots appear, 
they will stand a little frost when 
first set out, but not after they really 
begin to grow. There is nothing to 
be gained anyway from too early 
planting as there is not much growth 
with these things before the first of 
June. The Gladiolus prefers rich, 
open soll and a location where there 
will be some partial shade in the mid- 
dle of the day. Most flowers thrive 
best in this way because if exposed 
to the full sun during the whole day 
the blooms will soon fade, These 
bulbs, or more correctly speaking, 
corms, should not be planted in the 
same place year after year, but 
should be moved around to prevent 
disease. For decorative effect plant 
in clumps of one variety like Tulips, 
with eight inches apart but only four 
inches if grown in rows. Plant from 
two to three inches deep, the lighter 
the soil the deeper the planting. Culti- 
vate freely until flower buds begin 
to form and water if necessary. New 
corms will be formed during the 
growing season and these, together 
with the Dahlias tubers, should be 
lifted after the foliage dies down and 
stored away in a frost proof cellar. 
Dahlias will grow in heavier soil than 
is best for Gladiolus, but if very 
clayey loosen up with ashes, leaves or 
coarse manure. Lay the tubers on 
their sides from three to six inches 
deep, depending on the kind of soil, 
and provide stakes for the taller 
growing varieties. Make sure that 
there is a sprout on each tuber. If 
you want tall plants, trim off side 
shoots and train main stem to stake. 
In any case, it is well to nip off a few 
of the flower buds which start open- 
ing in late July and continue until 
frost, so that blooms will be of larg- 
er size.
